eontrol, eeenrity follova. the aeid test on eentrel eane, I heller e, 
with the i^esMtatioa to the Agent on 2 April of the statenent to he 
oigned hy hin (Para. 2, Ref. }) reeognlsing we wore naking no eoanit^ 
nont «n hie final reaettlenent or would interoede rogarding hie offerte 
to obtain a Ooraan Amy pesitioa. Althou^^ it ie ehriene Headqnartere 
realised a etatmint renounoing rosettlenent wonld he rirtnally inposs* 
ihle to obtain in the arerago ease, we sought the adrieo of tho Mieeien 
hognl Offioer to prerido eron snro pretoetion for tho dererKwont and 
a greater eontrol factor • After all, you had ei^y etur word that the 
Agent was now under eontrol. lineept for oh^eeting to tho dosnaa 
etmotion need in the rersioa presented hia, the Agent signed withont 
a wfalaper. inde doennent has been forwarded undiur separate eower to 
the Pifth Ooateet Report* 1 hopo and heliere it will eonrinoe you 
of onr sineerity of prossntatlon orer the eontrol (moetion. 

8. With regeurd to Para* 7 of Ref. I, I oan aeenre yon there was 
no elnleter not ire in the tiaing of ^FA*&90» c. n approred tho 
proposal to sound ont the Agent on REBGAP on 14 Ptbrntiry, a Saturday, 

I wrote the diapatoh on 16 Pohruary, the fellewiag Men4^y, and it oane 
out of the paper nill on the I7th. We oenld only gaeoe at that tine 
whether the Agent would he either qualified or intareeted in a RB0CIAP 
operation, donsideriag he had a full operational oloaranoo for stay* 
Behind work, it did not oeour to us that Bead^uartore wonld oh^oot to 
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(mplojrine liia Im Ifl^e fiSCGiil’ fi«l& en a proTlsloiial Iwvli if «uoh mu 
arrcmffMiaat ppoAiatd to 1»« produotlvo* ?bo aotioa patontljr vaa noxval. 
It la ataadard praotloe la the Gorman Miaolon to hegla oparatioaa 
vhon approval of COM or hie deaiipaee hse hooa roootvod» providlai; 
thoro aro ae adyerao adonrltp footers* If jrou are ^ttoattoalair this 
prooodaro* that la one thiag* hut aifinalllng out this operation for 
orltiolaa hy ineiauattng that Headq.ttarter8 was **ptaepheiXy oiroumvoated'* 
la quite another* 

9* With regard to Para* 11* of Hef* 1, I have node no proiBlae« 
hy Inplleation ei otherriBOt that ve would help this Agent get Into* 
gmtted Into the dernan Army* I have faced up to dlaousalag with him 
the question of his status* rather than merely speoulating about it 
as has heen the praotiee In the past* You sill, I an sure« he reassured 
to hnov that he hac no desire of any sort for ua to intoroede in get- 
ting him stade a Oelonel or Brigadlor General la the upoomlng Oerman 
eoatlageat* la the first plaoe* he is in a muob better position than 
vs to aohievo this* if sueh is his ultimate aim* Whan ho states* 
however* that he deesn*t eare ** whether he is a hig General In Bonn 
or a littio man someplaoe else* as long as he le doing a worthiAlle 
jeh*** ho sounds oonvinolng* 

10* Pespit# the allegation oontained in Para* 1 of Ref* 3* we 
had not ohllgated ouraelvee to the point where we eould not have pro* 
pared to withdraw smoothly at the 2 April eontaot. We were and are* 
of eeureo* eomeldorahly more interested in staging a suooessful opera* 
tien than in withdrawug* frankly, I interpreted your meesage of 
1 April as an approval* euhjeot to meeting the oonditioas preeerihed 
im Para* 2**whioh was done* Perhaps I was mistaken la assuming eon* 
eidaration of a POC would ho based only on seourity faetore after the 
poliey deeieion had heen made (in Ref* 5) to go ahead with the Opera- 
tien* In any evMit* the eentent and timing of Ref* 4« refusing any 
POO or trial period* wae rospeetively most startling and unfortunate* 

Why was Rof * 4 not dispat ohed until 3 April when Beadquarters knew 
from our oahle of 2d Karoh (Ref* 2) that we were meetlmg the Agent 
on 2 April and eould begin Operatione immediately after if Seadquartere 
reaeted favorahlyt Only Ref* 3 was received before the 2 April oen* 
taet*
